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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 59 is objected to because of the following informalities: "the passage of 
said thrusting tab, of which there is at least one.". Appropriate correction is required. 
It is suggested that this phrase be stated as "said at least one thrusting tab." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 33-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The Claims are replete with errors that render the claims unclear and indefinite. 
Although some examples follow, these are only some examples. Other instances of 
errors rendering the claims unclear and indefinite must also be corrected. 

For example, it appears that Claim 1 recites the limitation "tube" in lines 6 of 
Claim 33 lacks antecedent basis. 

In Claim 34, the term "spindle" lacks antecedent basis. 

In Claim 38, the term "support", 2 nd to last line, lacks antecedent basis. 

In Claim 41 , the term "upper end stop element" lacks antecedent basis. 
These and any other further occurrences rendering the Claims indistinct, unclear, and 
indefinite must be corrected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 33-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Adams et al (US 7,244,1 75B2) in view of Bointon (US 5,71 8,625). 

5. Regarding Claims 33-, Adams discloses a tubes for storing coins (30) with an 
upper opening in said tube and an inlet conduit (15), a driving means (32). 

6. Adams does not disclose, but Bointon discloses a LIFO tube mechanism (30) 
with a mobile support (22) inside said tube, mentioned at col. 5, lines 4-10, a driving 
means (23) and mentioned at col. 5, lines 10-33, expulsion means (37), and mentioned 
at col. 5, line 60-col. 6, line 12. Note sensors (91, 92). See also figures 1-12. 

7. At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to have replaced Adams' tubes by LIFO tubes as taught by Bointon, for the 
purpose of reducing the likelihood of jamming or over or under payment. See Bointon 
at col. 2, lines 65-67.
